"Can’t we do something different 
in Christmas lighting this year?”

the letters. 

Outline the gables of your house 
with evergreen roping and colored 
lamps.

With newspapers ailing, and their 
circulations dropping, the govern¬ 
ment last week decided to put 
the censor under wraps—at least 
partially— to see if newspapers 
under Fascism could stand on 
their own feet and support them¬ 
selves. 'Whether a press can ex¬ 
ist half-free and half-slave Is ex¬ 
tremely doubtful. 'Wholly uncen¬ 
sored news and frank comment, 
friendly or otherwise, are the es¬ 
sence of a free press, the reason 
for its existence, and the heart of 
its appeal to the public. ’There 
ii no substitute for it.
